authority for stating that tlie pre 
fecture of 
police has 
detailed a 
number of detectives to iiivestigate 
an anarchist 
i)lot, 
the 
object of 
which IS, or was, to assassinate M. 
Faure, the president of the republic, 
during the fetes at Havre in honor 
of his visit to that city. 
President 
Faure represented one of the districts 
of Havre in the chamber of ilepu- 
tics previous to his election to the 
chief magistracy of 
the republic. 
The president is aUo a ship owner of 
' ^ l a v r e , and a member ot its C h am ­ 
ber of Commerce, of which body he 
was 
formerly 
president. 
During 
the Franco-Prussian war he co m ­ 
manded a battalion of volunteers 
from Havre, and led them to Pans, 
where he toak part in the suppres­ 
sion of the Commune. 
Naturally, 
the inhabitants of Havre have been 
looking forward to the president’s 
visit to their city with considerable 
pleasure, and a number of elaborate 
fetes have been organized, in ortier 
to show the esteem in which he is 
held in his electorate. 
According to the “ Petit Journal,” 
an anarchist, known as “ Petit Por- 
deaux,” a man of a type similar to 
Caesaro, the murderer of President 
Carnot, and Ravachol, the anarch­ 
ist who was executed after having 
been convicted of being concerned 
in dynamite outrages, 
left London 
recently on his way to Havre, in 
order 
to 
assassinate 
President 
^^Faure. 
Petit Bordeaux, wlio is a 
deserter from the ETench army, w-as 
watched by the London police and 
by the French detectives detailed 
• to keep an eye on anarchists in L o n ­ 
don. Consequently his departure from 
London was promptly signaled to 
the police ot Paris and Havre. 
The 
authorities of these two cities and 
elsewhere are taking the most a c ­ 
tive precautions in order to protect 
the president from injury. 
Whether the story is true or not, 
it would seem certain at least that 
the anarchists have recommenced 
operation,for two infernal machines 
were found in this city yesterday. 
The first was found in the. Rue St. 
Simon, and contained a number of 
loaded cartridges: the second was 
found on the 
Esplanade des In­ 
valides, and consisted of a cylinder 
charged with dynamite.
